Construction of 254 
Miles of Lines Will 
Be Started July 1st 

Work on the foundations for 
buildings to house the unattended 
dial exchanges at Sandy Hook. 
Campton, Hazel Green and Ezel 
has been commenced by the 
Mountain Rural Telephone Coop¬ 
erative. 

Meanwhile. Woodrow W. Bar¬ 
ber, manager of the cc-op, said 
the central office building in 
West Liberty would be enlarged 
and modernized, and that work 
on construction of 254 miles of 
lines in the co-op’s three-county 
area would be started about July 
1st. 

The unattended dial exchanges 
at Sandy Hook, Campton, Hazel 
Green and Ezel will be construct¬ 
ed of pre-fabricated steel and 
will be 16.x20 feet. Excavations 
for footings at Campton, Sandy 
Hook and Hazel Green were be¬ 
gun 10 days ago, and the site for 
the Ezel exchange has been grad¬ 
ed. 

Meriwether, Marye and .Asso¬ 
ciates, architects of Lexington, 
are drafting the plans for enlarg¬ 
ing and modernizing the co-op’s 
central office in West Liberty. 
The present building will be en¬ 
larged and raised three feet and 
a two-car garage and stock room, 
will be built underneath. 

The remodeled building will 
house the central exchange arrS 
the co-op’s commercial office. 
Mr. Barber said also the grounds 
around the building would be 
landscapved. 

Bid notices for constructing 
254 miles of lines in Morgan. El¬ 
liott and Wolfe counties have 
been .sent to prospective bidders. 

Mr. Barber said he expected 
actual construction of the lines in 
the three counties to be started 
about July 1. 

The co-op was granted an REA 
loan of $455,000 last year with 
which to construct a modem dial 
system in Morgan, Wolfe and El¬ 
liott counties.

Speaking in Kentucky on Armed Forces Day, 
Admiral I. N. Kiland told his hearers. “In no in¬ 
stance have the Communist aggressors abandoned 
a phase of cold or hot war without .shitting to 
another in their effort for world domination.” 

This warning came from a man well queli- 
fied to give it. Adm. Kiland was a fighting 
admiral in World War II in the Pacific and since 
that time has held high command posts m the 
Pacific, from which he had just returned. He is 
now the commanding officer of the Fifth Naval 
District with headquarters in Norfolk. 

Adm Kiland told Kentuckians there are four 
fronts in the hot war in -Asia, the .same warni-og 
given by Gen. Van Fleet. The one in Korea is 
best known to .Americans. But there are three 
other wars going on in Asia also—in Indo-China, 
Malaya and Formosa. Of these -Adm. Kiland 
says Indo-China is the most important. If Indc- 
China is held. India will not fail and Southeast 
Asia can stay free. 

If the Reds only intend to make peace o'fers 
in Korea in order to shift their strength against 
Indo-China and Malaya where the French and 
British have been fighting against Communism 
since the end of World War II, peace would be 
only a hoax and stratagem, equal to a military 
victory for Communist aggression. 


ENGLISH B.AITERS ARE AIDING 
THE UO.MMUMSTS 

For too long now it has been a popular pc- 
litical stratagem in America to criticize the 
British, our closest allies. Cheap politicians find 
it easier to twist the Lion’s *ail than to fight 
Russan aggression. And most of us cheer their 
rashness. Our history books have made it so. 
They fail to tell all the story. 

For instance, they do not tell us that it was 
England's fleet that guaranteed enforcement of 
the Monroe Doctrine from the days .if P.'esident 
Monroe until the end of the last ce.Tury. Had 
England’s ambassador not offered la use the 
British fleet to guarantee such a doctrine, Mon¬ 
roe would not have issued it, because our nation 
at that time was too weak militarily and eco¬ 
nomically to do so. And in our own century 
it was England who held out against Nazism 
after the fall of France until we could mobilize. 

True, there have been temporary differences 
between the two great English speaking nations. 
But these always have proved to be only tem¬ 
porary. In the long run, it is the common 
principles, common aims, common concept of 
world justice and common racial links of these 
two great nations that have bound them together 
on major policy. 

Todav England and the United States stand 
as the greatest bulwark against Communist ag¬ 
gression. Near-sighted politicians who wittingly 
or unwittingly aid in driving a wedge between 
England and America are aiding Communists 
aggression. 


This could be told of an.v number of folks 
with the “me and God” complex but the way we 
heard it a colored preacher was winding up a 
long prayer: “Use me, O Lord,” he said. “Use 
me, even though it be only in an advisory 
capacity." 


This political situation is getting serious. The 
GOP has now elected two county commissioners 
at Columbus, Georgia. Even .Adlai Stevenson 
and Harry Truman have fled to the Pacific.

John D. Engle. Jr., of Lexington 
some time ago asked me to write 
him a story of an adventure I had 
in Morgan County in 1897. Some 
one has just sent me a copy of 
your paper containing a printed 
account of my story. I wish to 
thank you both for printing it 
and for the excellent way you 
have edited and presented it. 

It is to me an ever memorable 
incident which would bring me 
I painful memories but for the 
I kindliness of everybody with 
I whom I came in contact during 
j my misfortune. Every one has 
left me a kind memory which 
today has grown and blotted out 
almost all memory of mj- suffer¬ 
ings. 

I used to know Morgan County 
very well and later during the oil 
boom at Cannel City became well 
acquainted with that part of the 
county. During the flu epidemic 
of 1917 I acted as physician in 
Cannel City, your accomplished 
and beloved Dr. Whitaker having 
the flu himself at the time. I was 
not a graduate physician but the 
Governor sent me there to do 
the best I could because of the 
war having a'osorbed so many 
doctors and the need of the peo¬ 
ple was so great. I could nurse 
and could encourage and could 
allay many fears and had been 
given special instruction by a 
graduate physician in the hand¬ 
ling of flu. 

In all my contacts with Mor¬ 
gan County I gained pleasant 
memories. True, a mob came for 
me once at West Liberty but it 
did not gat me and the cause was 
business rivalry which long ago 
was settled and is now forgotten. 
Those members of the mob whom 
shortly after the event I met and 
discussed it with, all became my 
friends. 

My grandmooher’s first cousin 
John Hazelrigg was your leading 
lawyer for years and wrote a 
brief history of Morgan County. 
I have never been able to get a 
copy of it. 

Being an ex-editor of a county 
paper, daily paper, and one or 
two magazines I think I know 
something about a paper when I 
see it. I want to congratulate 
you upon what seems to me to be 
an excellent county paper. I am 
so glad to see our mountain 
counities making such progress. 
Schools and roads have brought 
their peoples into the world again 
and they are proving themselves 
topnotoh, oldfa^ioned, patriotic 
Americans.

As a rule, M.M. does not use 
poesTiS written about friends and 
reiatives ^'ho have died. How¬ 
ever. I should like to make an 
exception of the following poem 
which Mrs. O. C. Slone of Wav- 
erly, Ohio wrote in memory of a 
relative of hers who was killed 
in the war. I wish to use this 
poem so that I may point out its 
similarity to the ballad form. 

The ballad, of course, is one of 
the oldest forms of literature. It 
began long before writing and 
reading became a common prac¬ 
tice. The original ballads were 
sung, and they delt with stories 
of battles, heroism, love, etc. 
They were handed down from 
generation to generation by word 
of mouth and were, of course, 
changed or added to by different 
singers. Many of the old ballads 
whose origins are unknown were 
brought to America by our fore¬ 
fathers and traces of them can 
still be found in the Kentucky 
bills and other rare places where 
swing and jazz have not com¬ 
pletely taken over. These ballads 
are also labeled folk songs and 
are often sung on the so-called 
hillbilly radio programs. Exam¬ 
ples of such songs are “Barbara 
Allan” and the more recent 
“Frankie and Johnny.” 

The ballad, therefore, is a song 
that tells a story, consisting of 
any number of four-line stanzas. 
The first and third lines of each 
stanza usually have four accented 
syllables to the line, while the 
second and fourth lines have 
three accented syllables each. The 
pattern, however, is very fre¬ 
quently changed. Ballads are al- i 
ways simple and make a direct; 
appeal to the emotions through an \ 
account of some tragic event. | 
Many pc«ts have used this form ■ 
or variations of it. Coleridge used : 
it in “The Ancient Mariner" and ' 
Keats in “L,a Belle Dame Sans ■ 
Merci.” 

It is interesting to note how 
closely Mrs. Slone, perhaps un- ' 
consciously, follows the traditional 
ballad form in the following!

Job Insured Payrolls 
At New High In 1952 

FRANKFORT, Ky. — Kentucky 
payrolls covered by the State's 
unemployment insurance pro¬ 
gram set a new annual high of 
$1,103,000,000 in 1952, it was an¬ 
nounced today by Commissioner 
, of Eenomic Security Vego E. 
Barnes. 

On this figure paid into the 
State’s Unemployment Insurance 
Trust Fund $18,520,000. Exper- 
. ience rating provisions of the law’ 
which allow reduction in the in¬ 
surance rate for employers hav- 
' ing stable employment experience 
afforded a net savings in taxes 
of $10,291,000. 

Without the rating, employers 
would have paid the full three

Highway Death Rate 
Reported Up Slightly 

FRANKFORT, Ky., .May 25— 
—Deaths on Kentucky highways 
came at a slightly higher rate for 
the number of miles traveled dur¬ 
ing the first quarter of 1953 than 
during a similar period in 1952. 
but at a lower rate than during 
all of 1952. 

A report just released by the 
Department of State Police shows 
that highway deaths occurred at 
the rate of 8.9 for each 100 mil¬ 
lion vehicle miles traveled during | 
the first three months of this year i 
against a rate of 8.6 for the first , 
quarter of 1952. The rate for all 
of last year was 9.4. 

State Police officials do not see 
the increase over early 1952 as 
significant but believe it may be 
only the result of better accident 
reporting. Some death reports 
take months to reach here but re¬ 
porting is generally better than 
it was a year ago. they point out. 

There were 173 traffic deaths 
during the first three months of 
this year and 166 for the same 
period of 1952. Vehicle miles 
traveled in Kentucky through 
March, 1953 totaled 1,949,000,000, 
against 1,931,000,000. 

The milage figures are com¬ 
piled with the use of a formula 
employed by the National Safety 
Council and taking into account 
the amount of gasoline sold 
within the state. The gasoline 
sales are determined by tax 
figures. 

Through May 20, the reported 
277 deaths for 1953, compared to 
289 for the same period last 
year.

Biologists of the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Department are con- I 
ducting studies regarding the life 1 
hi.story, habits, and current sta-1 
tus of the ruffed grouse, also I 
known locally as the “pheasant.” 

This fine game bird was once 1 
abundant in Kentucky, but it 
lives only in forest depths and its 
numbers have greatly declined 
with clearing of forest lands. It 
is apparently now staging a par- ' 
tial recovery. The 1952 hunting 
season on grouse was the most 
successful in recent years. 

Records of nests are desired in 
order to obtain information on 
nest success, causes of mortality, 
number of young produced, and 
other valuable data. 

Anyone finding a grouse nest, 
or having information as to the i 
location of a grouse nest, is kindly 
urged to notify Harold Barber. , 
West Liberty.

Mr. Wells, for many years in the 
lumber business too, stated that 
the demand for top quality pop¬ 
lar lumber and veneer logs is 
greater than the supply, about 
$225 per M bd. feet for lumber 
and $300 per M bd. feet for ve¬ 
neer logs. Pine lumber too is in 
great demand and is commanding 
prices from $75 to $200 per M. 
board feet for top quality. 

So you see there is a great fu¬ 
ture ahead for well managed 
woodlot lots of fast growing soft 
and hardwood. 


Minority Disagree On 
Authority Of Judge 

FRANKFORT, Ky.. June 2— 
Three judges of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals filed a blistering dissent to 
a majority opinion of the Court 
which held that a Circuit Judge 
might convene a special grand 
jury without proper notice and 
cause an inquiry to be made and 
indictments return. 

The minority opinion, prepared 
by Judge Parker W. Duncan and 
concurred in by Chief Justice 
Porter Sims and Judge Bert T. 
Combs, held to the view that the 
“Court had created, rather than 
interpreted a statute” and clung 
to the view that 10-days notice 
of such special terms must be 
given. The majority opinion, filed 
earlier, had held that Claude 
Beach, convicted Harlan county 
slayer, had been lawfully accused 
of crime.

June Is Dairy Month I 

Kentuckians like practically all I 
other .Americans, are this month I 
celebrating National dairy month. 
Dairy Month for Kentucky farm¬ 
ers is a time to take stock of the 
dairy enterprise—to take pride in 
our accomplishments, to be hum¬ 
bled by our failures, and to be 
awed by the tasks still undone. 
It is also an opportunity to work 
together in promoting nature’s 
best food—milk. 

Dairying ranks high in indus¬ 
tries of Kentucky. In 1951 Ken¬ 
tucky had almost 600 thousand 
milk cows that produced about 
1.2 million tons of milk—worth 
near 100 million ■ dollars. This is 
not high in comparison with to¬ 
bacco, but these figures do not 
tell the whole story. Dairying is 
a great soil building industry. It 
is the most efficient way of util¬ 
izing the many acres in Kentucky 
that should be kept in hay and 
pasture crops. Dairying, indirect¬ 
ly, contributes greatly to the ef¬ 
ficient production of tobacco, 
com and garden crops. It has 
been conservatively estimated that 
each dairy cow in Kentucky is 
worth $1,000.00 to the state. 

The one black mark against us 
in the dairy industry is our low 
average production of milk per 
cow. Our average is 3,960 pounds 
per year and we rank 37th among 
the states. California has the 
highest state average with 7,700 
pounds. We are far below the 
o3,00 pounds average of the 
United States. Our need is for 
BELTER cows, not MORE cows. 

The introduction of artificial 
breeding in Kentucky in 1946 was 
one of the greatest steps taken to 
improve dairying in Kentucky. 
The State .Association is now 
made up of 48 locals. In 1952 
about 70,000 cows were artifici¬ 
ally inseminated. This modem 
method of livestock breeding per¬ 
mits even the smallest dairymen 


to have the services of the finest 
sires at less cost than he can | 
maintain even t h e scrubbiest . 
bull. 

Surpluses are plaguing t h e i 
dairy interests—too much fluid ; 
milk, butter and cheese. It seems ' 
to me that too much, talk and ^ 
money has been used to get peo- 1 
pie to buy butter instead of the ■ 
cheaper margarine. Why not do i 
a more constructive advertising , 
and marketing job with other 
dairy products? Seldom do we 
hear milk, cheese, cream, or ice 
cream mentioned on radio or tele¬ 
vision, but competing products, 
especially drinks, dominate the 
air with their promotional pro¬ 
grams. 

Pasture, hay, silage and water 
'are the low cost ingredients of 
dairy products. Dairymen who 
utilize them best, profit most. 

During Dairy Month let’s re- ' 
solve to put into use one or more i 
of the following practices; pre¬ 
pare to sow alfalfa in August; 
construct a reservoir, if water is 
a problem; build a silo or put up 
trench or stack silage; deteimine 
to improve some pasture acreage 
in August or September.
